IN ORGAN H I-FI 
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PREVENT THAT FIRE! 
Th e country h as constantly dinned into 
its ears th e need for greater safety on its 
streets and h igh ways. It h ears altogeth er 
too little about its very serious losses from 
fire. 
With National Fire Prevention Week 
now in th e picture, it is fitting to examine 
th is situation. Proper attention may h elp 
to h alt a dangerous rise in th e total of fire 
damage across th e nation. 
Last y ear U. S. fire losses came to $9 8 9 ,- 
29 0,000. Th at was a record. In 1957 th e 
figures are still more frigh tening. 
After 
eigh t month s th e total was $706,333,000, 
representing a gain of 6.8 per cent over th e 
comparable period of 1956. 
If th is pace is maintained th rough Dec. 
31, th en for th e first time in h istory th e 
country 's fire losses will pass one billion 
dollars. 
Insurance experts and fire officials make 
some allowance, of course, for th e fact th at 
inflated prices h ave affected th e totals. Th e 
cost of replacing buildings and equipment 
and furnish ings h as soared in th e past 
decade or more. 
But even after compensating for th is 
factor, th ey say, th e totals are alarming. 
Th ere are far more fires th an th ere used 
to be. 
Fifteen years ago 650,335 fires were re­ 
ported, including 311,28 0 classed as build 
ing fires. In 19 56 th e total of all fires was 
8 65,561, of wh ich 408 ,9 52 were building 
fires. 
One can say, perh aps, th at th e country 
today h as many more buildings and many 
more people th an in 19 42, h ence th e in­ 
crease is no great surprise. 
But th e National Board of Fire Under 
writers says th at in th e 10 y ears endec 
Dec. 31, 1955, fires from four of th e five 
leading causes could h ave been sh arply 
reduced th rough education. 
Th e five ch ief causes, in order of im­ 
portance, were: Match es and smoking, 26.- 
36 per cent of fires; misuse of electricity, 
14.69 per cent; ligh tning, 9 .8 5 per cent; oil 
and its products, 6.9 9 per cent, and stoves, 
furnaces, pipes and boilers, 6.76 per cent. 
In terms of actual dollar losses, misuse of 
electricity was th e most damaging. 
Carelessness in th e use of match es and 
in smoking is a personal matter wh ich in­ 
dividuals must manage to guard against. 
Th e oth er “controllable” causes involve 
teach ing people h ow to use dangerous ma­ 
terials and equipment, and inspecting reg­ 
ularly —not just occasionally—h omes, com­ 
mercial places and public buildings in 
search of defective apparatus and oth er 
fire h azards.

Th ere seems to be a fash ion th ese day s of 
confessions in newsprint in wh ich th e aging or 
th e sh op-worn disclose to th e public th eir own 
wickedness wh ich is only debasing and sometimes 
th e wickedness of th eir fath ers and th eir moth er* 
wh ich is sinful. Some of it must be done for th e 
money in it, but were such self-abasing confes­ 
sions not fash ionable, th ere would be no money 
in it. 
In th e m atter of George Raft, th e ch aracter 
of h is confession now concluding in “Th e S atur­ 
day Evening Post" and wh ich presumably will be 
a book and motion picture, indicates to me. as an 
old h and at h uman wickedness, th at Raft h as sub­ 
mitted to direct and indirect blackmail, th at h e 
h as grown weary of it and now puts every th ing 
in black and wh ite, even much th at th e black­ 
mailers could not know, so th at th ere will be noth ­ 
ing more to blackmail h im about. 
Raft differs from Diana Barry more in th e en­ 
vironmental accidents of h is ch ildh ood. Th e B arry ­ 
mores were aristocrats of th e th eatre wh o h ad 
moved over from wh at was in Maurice Barry ­ 
more's time a forbidden profession for a gentil­ 
ity to Joh n’s time wh en h e married into h igh so­ 
ciety and social punctiliousness. I knew Joh n, 
somewh at and knew h im as a cy nic wh o really 
believed th at all th e world s a stage and th ose 
w-h o trod its boards were puffed up idiots wh o 
took th emselves too seriously . 
Most of 
our 
acquaintance 
took 
place 
in 
Luch ow’s Restaurant wh ere h e liked to go for 
undiluted beer and wh ere I liked to go for fat­ 
tening foods. Barry more was with th e same per­ 
son most of th e time. Not being nosey about such 
m atters, I do not know wh eth er sh e was a wed 
wife or a devoted companion. Wh ich ever it was, 
h e was with out doubt sarcastic about th e com­ 
panionsh ip of December and April and I found 
such conversation brilliant despite its alcoh olic 
content. 
I do not find h is daugh ter’s confessions equal­ 
ly brilliant because about th em th ere is neith er 
gaiety nor tragedy , only narrative, th e desire to 
tell all, like th at French girl wh o h ad th e motor­ 
car accident because sh e was in a rush to live th e 
wh ole of h er life in th ree or four y ears between 
puberty and m aturity wh ich in th is country is 
called th e teen-age. 
Self-exposure is a normal ch aracteristic of a 
degenerate era. In wh olesome periods, h uman be­ 
ings h ave pride. Th ey h ave wh at th e Ch inese, 
wh en th ey were civilized, called "face." It is in 
th e up-growing periods th at th e proprieties are 
pursued. Th ink of th e greatness of England in th e 
times of Queen Victoria and th e smallness of 
Great Britain in th e era wh en a commission ad­ 
vocates th at h omosexuality be legalized arid th e 
pound sterling goes down to next to noth ing. Per 
h aps th at is wh y Soviet Russia is puritanical and 
discourages th e idea of bath ing beauties. Th ey 
do not need a Jay ne Mansfield to m ark an age 
wh en th ey can beat us in launch ing a moon 
At any rate, it is someth ing to th ink about, 
particularly wh en one is told to meet th e times 
and to understand th e times and th at times 
ch ange. Of course, time never ch anges; it is 
eternal. Wh at does ch ange is taste. For instance, 
it is not difficult to realize h ow tastes h ave 
ch anged wh en Princeton University , th e center 
since colonial day s of American Prcsby terianism 
finds it academic Irecdom to open its doors to Al­ 
ger Hiss but rejects th e God-fearing. God-loving 
criticisms of Fath er Hugh Halton. 
Joh n Calvin 
and Joh n Knox would not understand th e ath eism 
of some of th e professors, just as th ose profes­ 
sors do not realize th at th ey are not talking to 
th emselves but to immature boys wh o h ave y et 
to grasp th at th e new developments in science 
only confirm th e unity of life and th at th erefore 
it is not possible to veto eith er monism or mono­ 
th eism in th e y ear 19 57. It is too late for th at. 
Einstein realized th at th e day of reconciliation 
between science and religion was at h and and so 
wrote in h is "Out Of My Later Years.” Maybe 
h ad h e lived longer h e would h ave turned com­ 
pletely from Marx to Moses, a possibility iidicat- 
ed in th is book. 
Th e point is th at wh en taste becomes so vul­ 
gar th at its ugliness appalls, we are on th e verge 
of a ch ange of taste, a period wh en beauty en­ 
ch ants.

Here and th ere about th e country th e re­ 
ports indicate th at anticipation of Asian flu

Obviously an epidemic disease wh ich can 
weaken th e system and leave victims occa­ 
sionally prey to oth er ailments is not to be 
dismissed with a sh rug. 
But all th e auth orities say again and 
again th at it is a mild disease wh ich is gen 
erally not too difficult to control in th e indi- 
j 
viduai case, h owever rapidly is spreads 
from person to person. Th e biggest danger 
seems to be th e prospect of immobilizing 
large groups of essential workers like po­ 
licemen or firemen in a community. 
Neverth eless, even th is th reat sh ould give 
no cause for panic. We are not to be vis­ 
ited by germ warfare from a foreign foe. 
We can afford to face th e flu outlook— 
epidemic or not—with calmness. 
Th e trouble apparently is th at, as with so 
many th ings, we h ave talked endlessly 
about th e matter. If talk could kill an epi­ 
demic, th e Asian flu sco urg e would h ave 
been dead in America weeks ago. 
So far, th e verbal fallout is much worse 
th an th e bacterial.

Brown made Woodstock famous 
all over the world as the center 
of the.three arts, literature, art, 
music,

legitimate 
plays. 
It 
came

simply 
while Brown was gazing one eve­ 
ning over the Woodstock Valley 


from the top of the Overlook 
and fell in love with the glorious 
-surroundings. 
He 
summoned 
White 
and 
Whitehead, 
who 
meantime 
were 
exploring 
the 
Blue Ridge Mountains, and so 
was bom 
the Art Colony of 
Woods tofck. 
Like everything else dreams 
come first, their poetic spot they 
first called “ Brydeliffc” a word 
coined 
from 
“ Byrd” 
maiden 
name of Mrs. Whitehead, and 
one syllable of 
Ralph 
W hite­ 
head’s 
name. 
Then 
they 
put 
money and labor and material 
and their dreams into one proj­ 
ect and they erected studios and 
cottages. They built a boarding 


house, 
called 
“ Lark's 
Nest,” 
which later was enlarged and 
called ByrdcliiTe Inn. They laid 
out a nearby farm on a coopera­ 
tive basis to feed their new colo­ 
nists. 
Then 
came 
teachers 
in 
these various arts and the Art 
Students’ League of New York 
and private teachers. Those were 
the days when girls wore those 
long colorful Woodstock dresses 
and men walked side by side 
with their drawing boards, paint 
sets and stools. 
Those who sat 
and painted 
what they saw outdoors wore 
the 
landscape 
artists. 
Today 
many of their works are worth 


money and can be seen all over 
the country. 
I remember back in the late 
1920’s when walking along the 
stores on the avenues in New 
York and would often exclaim to 
my companions when seeing a 
watercolor or oil-painting in a 
window, “ I know that place, its 
the red barns near Woodstock, 
or its Sleightsburg right by my 
home.” New Yorkers, 
I don't 
think always believed me but 
there it was, “ My home town on 
canvass.”

Yorkers to find Woodstock but 
they did and especially during 
the Maverick Festivals. It was 


given in the last week of August, 
and whenever possible near the 
full moon. 
They wanted gaiety and color 
so 
those 
who 
wore costumes 
were 
charged 
half 
admission. 
Many business people had their 
costumes in their cars and from 
sedate 
business 
clothes 
they 
changed into gypsies and what­ 
not right near the entrance and, 
also their personalities. 
From early afternoon till sun­ 
set everyone walked around the 
10 acre grounds meeting friends 
they haven’t seen for some time 
in warm embrace, and prome­ 
nade further until it was time 
for the camp fires. 
Everyone 


brought something to eat and 
large 
groups 
gathered 
every­ 
where and started to cook such 
delicious foods that the appetiz- « 
ing odors and the clear air and 
the aroma of outdoors was just 
too much, it just made everyone 
friendly and happy. 
Then came the evening stag^ 
shows and then the ball in a 
large 
barn-like building. Then 
“ Good-byes” till next year.

Furthermore, he said, it is impos­ 
sible to sell the supply on world 
markets and recover production 
costs. 
Benham said farm leaders were 
faced with the problem of trying 
to improve farm milk-price levels 
and prevent better prices from at­ 


tracting additional farmers into 
milk production. Because of the 
lack of a market, dairymen also 
must be restrained from increas­ 
ing output, he said. 
Benham 
reported 
that 
the 
league's gross sales in the 1956-57 
fiscal year totaled $175,443,419, up 
5.7 per cent over the previous 
year. At the same time, he said, 
milk marketed by the league was 
down 3.5 per cent from the 1955- 
56 year to slightly more than 
three billion pounds.
